Chappel,and did believe to be one that belonged to the Chap» 
pel. Then Le Phaire broughs this Deponent by the Hand in tht

This Deponent then asked Le Pbaire how they got him thi-

ag Clock, and told him that if hs would pleaſe ro; 0 with

(if he wou'd go preſently he might rake them and the priaci« 
pa} of their Papers, he anſwered that he thought it not cons 
venientto go himſelf, but he would ſend his Warrant and the 
Conſtable, they told him if he did make (o much delay they 
might be gone, and that if he would walk up (o far as Stran{ 
bridge, one of them would go and call a"Conſtable to. him 
there, and he might give his Order prefently, whereupon he 
walked with them lo far as Sommer{ct-beuſe, and there th 
made a halt, then told him it would be lels obſerved if.he walk:

The Lady Abbi of the English Nuns in Dunkirk, ſent me 
to Sr, Omers with a Letter to Sir Fohn Warner and the other

ployed me in was to fetch and bring Polit Letters, which L did 
in abundance for Four Moneths time, then he ſent me to Pe 
74,1 being ſent for by the Monks there, who immediatly fent 
me again for England with a very great Pacquer of Lerters,and 
direted ro Mr, Vaughan of Courtficld in Monmouth. shire, the 
reſt rhat were incloled were to Mr, Paughan of Ypper Roſe, to 
Mr, Mitborn of Monmouth, to Mr, Fames near Monmouth, to 
Mr.Charles Winter, and to Mr, Cbarles Price, who is Steward 
to my Lord Marqueſs of Worcefter, their Order was as Mr, 
Paughan told me to con'ulr with ſome others,and to ſend their 
reſult over by Mr, Pritchard, that at Rome and 211 p.ac:s be- 
yond the Seas the buſineſs went on very well, as they did not 
queſtion but thar it did aſwel in England 2nd Ireland, atcer Nr, 
RIPE had told me this, came for London where I {tajd con. 
verſing with Mr. Hartcourt, Mr. Le Phaire and o:her leſuirs 
till Winter was over, then thcy ſent me to St. Omers, from 
thence to Doway, where Mr. Gage be Reflor of the Englishb 
Colledge, there told me after be had confirmed what great re- 
wards were defizne1 for me, and how much I had merited from 


Chriſt and the Bleſſed Virgin, that in 4 Tear or ſomething more 


they did not at all queſtion but to be eftablisbed at Chriſt ('burch 
Colledge in Oxtord, ard to: ſce England flourih in the true Re- 
ligion of Rome. Then L demanded what they wauld do with 
the King, hean'wered they would keep him well in a Con-

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vent, then I demanded who ſhould governin Chief, then he 
told me there ſhould be a render made to one of the Crown, 
if he would acknowledg it from the Church, but they did be- 
lieve he would not accept it, and then the Government 
ſhould be left to ſome Lords that the Pope would appolnt 

which Lords _— would not tell me bur ſaid [ ſhould 
kaow it from the Monks at Par, when I came there they fent 
me to pain, with Letters to the ReQor of the Colledge of 
Irisþ Jeſuits at St, Fagoe, and they ſent me with a Letter ro be 
given to Mr, Hartcours in CharaQers, fince which time I have 
been in England, and from Le Phaire and Walsh, Pritchard and 
Lewj, 1 have underſtood that the Lords who were ro govern, 
were my Lord Arundel of Warder as Chief, my Lord Bellafss 
as General with Mr, Thimbleby of Ernham with ſeveral others, 
whereof vir Ratcliffe was one was to command inthe 
North, and to receive from Flanders ten thouſand Men to be 
Janded at Bradlington Bay, and the firſt thing they deſigned 
was by a correſpondency they had in Hull to ſurpriſe that Ga- 
riſon, and that my Lord Pow joyned with my Lord Petre,Mr, 
Vaughan of Ypper roſe, Mr. Charles Winter, Mr. Charles Mil- 
born of Monmouth,and Chancellor Fames near Monmouth, were 
to meet at a certain place in Radnorebire in Southwales with 
another Army, and to march to Pembrook. shire to meet with 
Twenty or Thirty Thouſand Men, who were to ſand at AMit- 
ford haven from the Groin in Spain, which Army was to be Re- 
ligious Men and Pilgrims from Str. Fagee in Spain, Upon this 
deſign being jult ready to be put in Execution the deſign againſt 
the Kings Perlon was diſcovered, when immediatly come> Mr, 
Le Phairc to me, and made me take the Sacrament with a 
great BenediQion to continue ſecret to the cauſe, Then [ 
demanded of bim and Mr. Lewis another Feſuit, why they did 
conceal the deſign againſt the King from me, and they both an- 
ſwered me it was my Lord Bellafis Order, that none should know 
1t but the(e that were to be the Aﬀors in it. Then I asked of them 
how and where it was to be done, they (aid it was deſigned fe- 
veral ways, and ar ſevera] times, but the certain way they 
pirched upon was in his Morning walks at New Market, and 
:har Mr. Conyers had taken ir upon him to do it, and Mr. 
Keines to Kill the Duke of afonmouth, Pritchard the Duke of

Titus Oates being called in at the Bar, defired he might be 
heard a few words before he was {worn to ſpeak to the main 
buſineſs, which being granted to him, he complained of the 
reſtraint he is under, and being debarred of the liberty of bis 
friends coming to him, and of converfing with any body in 
private, and that no Engliſh man ought to be reſtrained, un- 
leſs accuſed by one or more witnefles, and prayed that the 
reſtraint might be taken «ff, that he migar be enabled to give 
his evidence more chearfully, and that the Houſe would be 
pleaſed ro Addreſs to the King for that purpoſe, and thar his 
pardon may be renewed, becauſe he js under- miſp:ifion of 
Treaſon: To which the Lord Chanceliour toid him that the 
Houſe would take his condition into confideration, and then 
being ſworn, he was told by the Lord Chancellour, that the 
Lords have received an Addreſs from the Houſe of Commons 
in part upon evidence by him given chere, and that the Houſe 
expeQs he ſhould give an account what that is, which bath 
begot ſuch an aſtoniſhment in the Houle of Commons, as js 
expreſſed in the Addreſs, Upon which, Titus Oates ſaid, 
That in Jaly laſt, he ſaw a Lener from Sir George Wakeman 
to Richard Aſhby alias Thimbleby ; in this Letter be gave bim 
an 4ccount of the propoſals made for deftroying the King, and de 
clared bis liking thereof, provided bis Reward might be anſwer- 
able, and told bim the Queen conſort did ayprove of them, which 
were to poyſon the King ; and being asked whether he hnew gir 
George Wakemans hand writing, be (aid, no, but Thimbleby 
told him it was Sir George Wakemans Letter. ; 

Thar in the ſame Fuly, a Mefl-nger came with a Letrer to 
William Hartcourt for him, and Fohn Keynes, Bafil Langwortb 
and Fohn Fenwick to attend the Queen at Sommerſet- houſe, 
which they accordingly did, taking him with them, Hare- 
court telling him he muſt go, when they were there, having 
paſſed ty the preſence, he was left in an Anti-chamber, 
and they went into another Room, bur the door nor 
being quite ſhut, he heard a Woman ſay, That fhe would no 
loager indure theſe affronts, but would revenge the Violation of 
ber Bed, and aſſiſt in propagating the Catholick Religion. 

' He ſaith he heard the words (poken, and when the Fathers 
came out, he being defirous to fee the Queen, was introdu- 

ced by Langworth or Fenwick, and ſaw no woman there but 
the Queen with theſe Fathers. 
He faid further, That the Queen bad given ſeveral ſums 
of Money to Corkey a BenediRine under the notion of chaby, 

Y which 
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which he believes was only to pervert the Klags Subje&s in 
their Religion, and that if [relands papers be again ſearched, 
it will be found that ſeveral of them have had monney upon 
that account, and ſome ſo ſmall ſhares as two or three ſhil. 
lings, and that he himſelf had bad ſeveral ſums. That as & 
' Circumffance to induce 4 belief that the Queen ws ingaged inthi 
buſineſs, be ſaith be ſaw Micho's Letter to thc General of the 
Teſuites, wherein was mentioned of Four thouſand at one time, 
and One thouſand at another time given by the Queen, which be 
cannot ſay upon hk Oath, but believes was given upon thi account, 
Upon which a Complement was lent co the Qu*en, Duke 
and Dutcheſs of Five hundred Maſles, Six hundred and odd 
pair of Beads, and One thouſand one huadred and fifty Ads 
of mortification as a return for. former favours ; Whitebread 
being then Provincial, he refers himſzif ro rhe Letter which 
may'be found amongit Micho's or Whitebreads Papers, 

Then being asked whether this is all he had to ſay in refe- 
rence to the Qucren, he ſaid this is all as to matter of Infor, 
mation, ſaying only that he added, that the Queen holds corre. 
{pondency with the 5iſh1p of Rome, and the General of the $oci- 
ety of Teſuits, 

Then being ask2d whether Mrs, Elliot came firſt to him 
from the King, or he did ſend her firſt ro the King about his 
ſocaking with the King ; he (aid ſh? came firſt to him, and 
rold him the King would {peak with him, bur whether ſhe 
came from the King he knows not, bur faith he never defired 
her to ſpeak with the King 

He ſaich furcher, that waen he went to rhe King on the 13, 
infant, the King was dil- ſatisfied wich what he ſaid, and be- 
cauſe there was one preſent, whom he b:lieved to be an Ene- 
my to the King and Kingdom, he did not (peak lo freely as 
otherwiſe he ſhould have done.

Then William Bedloe being called in, and Sworn, is told of 
the occafion of bis coming hither upon the Addreſs now brought 
up ſrom the Houſe of Commons, and that his whole knowledg con- 
cerning this matter is expefted from bim, upon which he ſaid that 
ebout the end of April or beginning of May 1677. There was 4 
Conſult held inthe Chappel Gallery at Som merſer-houſe, where 
were preſent the Lord Bellaſis, ar, Coleman, Le-

Then he faid that he was afterwards dilpatched by Cocc- 
man with Letters for France, and that he overtook Stapleton at 
Cambray, for whom he had Letters, which Letters Stapleton 
read by a Key or Cypher which he had in his hand, that Szaple- 
ton ( after he had read them ) ſaid I am glad they have 
brought Her to it, our. party growes Stronger and Stronger, 
and Bedloe asking who was meant by Her, Stapleton ſaid the 
Queen, and that he received rhis Letter from Coleman in his 
own houſe. 

Then being aſked whether he knew the Lord Bellafis, he ſaid

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about three years fince, and ſaid he had no more to ſay of aJ 
ny Perſon either in or out of this houle then he had already 
charged. 

Then being 4shed where he flood in the Chappel, when the Con- 
ſult was above, he ſaid he came in from the water Side through 
the Room, where the Pricſts put on their Veſtments, and (i anding 
below, be ſaw the Queen look over the Railes of the Gallery. 

Then being asked whether he knew Mr, Oates, he (aid he 
remembred he had ſeen the man at Pallidolid about a Month 
before Micbaelmas laſt was Twelvemoneth, but knew not that 
he was concerned in this Buſineſs, and that be went there by 
the name of Ambroſe, and that when he was formerly asked 
here if he knew him, he denied ir, becauſe he knew him not

lay why or whercin, and that ſhe went to the King before ſhe 
ſpake with Mr. Qatzs at Nr. Tongs delire. | 

After this the Papers that were brought in from the Coun- 
cel were read as folioweth, 

Mr. Oates doth inform that in the Moneth of Fuly he ſaw 3 
Letter from Sir George Wakheman, in which Sir George did 
allure Richard Thimbl:by ro whom it was direQted, that the 
Queen would affift him to puyſon His Sacred Majeſty, and 
inihe latter part of Fuly Mr. Oates did wait uvon [ohn K ines, 
Bazil Longworth William Harcourt and Iohn Fenwick to Son- 
merſet houſe where the Queen then was, and in' an Anti- 


Chamber did here the Queen fay that She would not take 


thoſe affronts any longer thar had been done untoher, but 
would revenge the violation of Her Bed, now the Deponent, 
being preſented before Her Majelty ſaw no living foul there, 
but Her Majeſty,and thoſe fathers with whom he went to Som- 
mer(ct houſe, and the Deponent did hear the Queen ſay that 
She would aflift them in the propagation of (atholick Religl- 
on, and hath by Corker the Ben:di&ine Monck given ſeveral 
ſums of money to pervert His Majefties Subje&s as Mr, 
Ozxtesdoth verily believe, and ſeveral ſums have been ſo Us 
ſed by the Jeſuites in Her Majelties name, and 5000, 
pcunds hah been paid ro the Jeluites by Her Majeſty in order

and Government, as appearcd by ſeveral inſtruQtions from 
the Queen to the Jeſuites, as the Jeſuites themſelves have 
confefled to Mr, Oates, 

Titus Oates 

This information was given upon Oath to me the 24th, of 
November 1658, 

November 251th. 1678, Henry Coventry, 

Titus Oates appeared before His Majeſty in Councel, and 
being Sworn on the holy Evangeliſts ſaith, 

T bat in the Moneth of Fuly laſt he ſaw a Lettey written 
from Sir Georg Wakeman to Richard Aſhby, alias Thimbleby 
adviſing bim for his health, being troubled with tbe Gout, to 
take a pinte of milk inthe morning and a pinre at night, and 
alſo 100 firoakes of the Pump every day while he continued 
at the Bath, 

Ttar in the ſameLetter Sir George Wakeman did declare his 
good liking of the propoſals about poyſoning the King provi- 
ded good termes might be had, and added that the Queen 
would give ber aſtiſtance in that work, 

Thar in the ſame Monetb of Fuly there came a mefſenger 
to have ſome of the fathers toattend at Sommerſet-bouſe, who 
were Fohn Keines, William Haricourt, Fobn Fenwick, and 
Bail Langworth, the meilenger was one Sir Richard or Ro- 
bert he knowes not whether, being a man of middle Stature, 
and abour Forty four or Forty five years of Age and a Nimble 
man, 

That being at Sommer ſet- houſe they went all into an Anti 
Chamber that be himſelf and ſome others ( whom he remem- 
bers not ) were inthe Room without, but that he being curi- 
ous to here what paſſed within, and the Door not being quite 
cloſe, liltned and did here a womans voice, ( though he ſaw 
not who it was ) 10 ſay that fhe would no longer endure thoſe 
affronts but wonld revenge the violatiou of Hey Bed, and would 
«ſit in taking away the Kings Life, and propagating Catholick 

eligion. 

That upon opening of the Door be deſired one of the faz 
thers he might ſee the Queer, and being admitted he doth 
cn his Salvation declare, that he {aw no body but the Queen 
and the ſaid Fathers, 

Mr, Oates being afterwards atked if the Queen ſaw him 
When he was preſented, he {aid She did and took as much no- 
tice of him as one cf ber ranck uſually doth of ſuch as he was, 
being then in another habit they at preſent, bur bh! though: 
She gave bim a gratious Imile, E 
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That the Queen under the notion of Charity bath givento 
Mr, Corker ſeveral ſums of money In order to pervert His 
Majelties $SubjeRs ia their Religion, and that if Mr, Ireland, 
Papers be again examined it will appear that there was made 
diſtributions of this Charity, and ſome fo ſmall as two or 
three Shillings, whereof he himſelf bas bad ſome ſhare. 


That as a Cicumitance to induce a belief rhar the Queer 


was ingaged in this matrer, he ſaies he ſaw a Leiter which 
Micho had prepared to the G-neral of the Jefuires wherein 
was mentioned of Five thouſand pound given by Her Majefty, 
Fuur thouſand pound at one time, and One thouſand pound 
at another, which be cannot ſwear was for this end but verily 
believes it was, and being asked how he came to ſee that Let. 
ter, he ſaies Micho the Seczetary of the order conſulted with 
him abour a Latine Phraiſe, and he adviſed him to pur a word 
iato the Dative cale as being better Latine, 

That, as to the queſtion why he concealed this important 
matter \o long, he anſwered that he had much diſtruſt with 
himſelf in bis judgment about the diſcovering it, and that 
once he intended ro diſcloſe it upog Sir George Wakemans buls 
neſs at this Board, but was willing His Majeſty thould know 
it firſt in private. { | 

And further upon this account and the objeQion that Pick- 
ering was imployed to have killed the King with a Piſtol and 
Silver Bullets, and that he bad been diſciplined with twenty 
S:roakes for having failed ( which was before the Conſult ia 
April laſt as near as he remembers ) ir appeared the buſineſs 
was Committed ro others hands to be executed, he anſwered 
hereunto that the matter had been defigned in the year 1670, 
and thar he knew Her M:jeſty ( let her vertues be what they 
will ) held cerreſpondence-with the Biſhop of Rome and the 
General of the Jeſvites by hands of the Jeſuites here, but that 
She was rot to AR until they judged things to be ripe, and be 
further ſaid that endevours were uſed that the Queen ſhould 
not be engaged in this buſineſs til] all other meanes failed, 

He further added as to the jaid queſtion of his being ſo long folent 
in 4 matter of that dangerous conſequence, that be was unwilling 
10 communicate any thing of the Queen to any publike Court, but 
only to the King himſelf in prevate, 80 prevent the danger She be- 
ing the wife of his Boſom. 

He lajcs he cannot remember the preciſe day when theſe 
words were ſpoken, but that ir was ona week day notons 
Sunday and a day of ſome Solemnity juſt before high Maſs. 

Aud as tothe place wacre he heard the ſame, he ſaies be 
never 
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never was there before nor fince, but thinks he ſhall know the 
Room again if he ſees It, 

Being put in mind that he had declared at the Bar of the 
Houſe of Peers, that he bad'no more to ſay againft any Per- 
ſon of Quality, he anſwered bis meaning was that be had no 
more againit any of that Houſe betore whom he then was, and 
prayed their Lordſhips ro remember that he then deſired he 
might not be further preſſed to ſay any more tothe end his E- 
vidence might not be ſuperceded. 

And being further queſtioned how it came about that he 
could not give an account of the preciſe day when thoſe words 
were ſpoken, having in other things referred himſelf to his 
Papers, he declared that he bad not committed this thing to 
Writing, not daring to truſt more with it then his own Soul, 
yet he hopes he may recolle&t ſomething as tothe very time 
and would Examine his Papers, bur that they are in the cuſto- 
dy of Mr, Thomas Howard. 

Being asked whether he knew Bedloe before, be ſaid "tis 
like be had feen him but not by that name, but that if he had 
ſeen bim *twas in Spain, and as going by the name of Willi- 
ams, but that he neyer knew him as concerned in this buſi- 
nels, 

Mr. Oates being a:ked how many ſeveral hands he could 
w:ite, did anſwer, that he never bad been taught any but had 
learnt of himſelf, and did write differently according as his 
Pen war, and that when he ſaw a hard that pleaſed him he 
endeavored to imitate the ſame, 

Being further demarded, why he had omitted ſo matetial a 
thing againſt Sir George Wakeman, as the dangerous Letter 
written by him to Thimbleby atorementioned, for nothing ap= 
pears of it inthe firſt minutes taken at the Councel board a- 
gainlt Sir George Wakeman, he anſwered that he was at thar 
time faint and week, and had been up two Nights together, 
nor could he then have ſaid tbat be faw Sir George write ſuch 
a Letter, but that he ſaw a Letter ſigned George Wakeman in 
Thimbleby's Chamber. 

And further reminded the Lords, that he did declare that 
when the Conſul: was held by the BenediQines, when Sir 
George was contraRted with, that be was lick of the Stone and 
not there, but thar he afterwards found the conteurs of their 
proceedings in their Entry Book, 

Touching which ir was told him, that he had indeed made 
merition of {ſuch an Entry Eook at the Bar of the Huv'e of 
Commons, but no mertion of it at this board, to which be 
tp] d 
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replyed that it was an omiſſion occaſioned by bis weakneſs xt 
that time. 
N ovember 26ih, 1678, Titus Oates, 

Mr. Oates bearing this his Information read did furthey de 
clave that it was on $t. James's Day, or 4 day before oy aftey 
that be beard the words herein before mentioned, 

Titus Oates, 

Report of the Earls of Offory and Bridgewater read in 
Councel November the 26th. 1698, 

We went by His Majeſties &ireRions to Sommerſct houſe and 
tooke M. Howard and Mr, Oates with us in the Coach, 
when alighted at the Door we tooke Mr, Oates between tos 
and asked him, whether that time that he mentions he came 
into the houſe thar way, and he anſwers us yes, and ſhewed 
us forward to the Guard-Chamber Door, that he went in 
there and when we were come into the Guard. Chamber he 
remembred that Room, and ſo he did the preſence Chamber, 
for he ſaid he remembred the Cannopy, but when we went 
into the next Room he began ro doubr, ſo we went back a. 
gain with him into the Guard-Chamber,and he again aſſerted 
his coming in that way, but we were again come into the pre« 
ſence Chamber, he began to ſpeak of a paire of Staites that he 
had gone up bur te could not find them, allthe Doors were 
opened and we went with bim through the Queens Bed. 
Chamber through ſeverailittle Rooms and opencd the Galle. 
ry Door, which he faid he had never ſeen before, and that 
thoſe little Rooms were none of them the Room he look for, 
but i] ralkr of a paire of Staires, and when he came out a- 

ain intothe Room n«-xt the Bed-Chamber he ſer one of the 

caves of the Door in the poſture he ſaid the Doorthat he 
ftood at was in, but ſaid that was not the Door he had it:od 
at, bur ſtj]] calkr of a paire of Staires but could not find any, 
We thewed bim the Stairs that go to the Garden by the Chap. 
pel and went with him down to the Bottom, bur he ſaid they 
were notthe Stajres he meant, when we came up again to 
go away he again ſaid he remembred the Guard Chamber, 
and when we went out of the Guard-Chamber into the waik 
between that and the Court- Yard, we carried him to the fur- 
ther end of it, and went up With bim at that Door, but he 
immediately ſaid that that was not the way he had come, 
in all the ſearch he made for a pair of Staires, he ſaid the 
Staires he ſought for were a light paire of Sajres, and the 
Rooms they went to had great Folding Doors and were hig 
large Rooms. Offory F. Bridgewater, 
November 27th, 157%, Be 
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Mr. Bedloe being called in before His Majeſty in Councel, 
and told by the Lord Chancellour that Ffis Majeſty had given 
Mr. Attorney General order forthwith to prepare his pazdon 
for all concealments of any manner of Treaſon, from the be. 
ginning of the world to the 28, day of this inſtant November, 
and that His Majeſty did deſire to be informed of all the heads 
of the Treaſons he can diſcover and make proof'of. 

And thereupon taking his Oath on the Holy Evangeliſts, 
ſaith, That about the latter end of April, or the beginning of 
May laft was 4 Twelve. moneth, about Six of the Clock inthe 
Afternoon, there was 4 conſult held in the Gbappel- Gallery at 
Sommerſet-houle, where were preſent the Lord Bellatis, and 
( be thinks the Lord Powls) Mr. Coleman, Le Phaire 

Pritchard Lathan and Sheldon 
and two French- men in orders, whom he took ro be Abbots, an4 
two other Perſons of Guality, but did nor (ee their Faces, and 
others, and amongſt them the Queen, and further that Coleman 
and Pritchard told him after the Conſult that the Queen wept at 
what was propoſed there, but was over perſwaded 10 conſent by 
the Strength of the two Freach-mens Arguments, that he was 
below walking the Chappel at the time of ihe Conſult with others, 
of whom be remembers oncly a ſhort fat man who was the Chappe! 
Keeper and Mr, Walth, that after the Conſult the Queen came 
through the room where the Priefts dreſs themſelves, and that be 
then obſerved ſome alteration in Her Majefly. 

That he was afterwards diſpatchr by Coleman witbLetters for 
France, and that Le-Phaire and Pritchard went with him to 
Graves-cnd, That he went by Cambray and there overtook 
Stapleton for whom he had Letters, which Stapleton read by a 
Key or Cypher which he had in bis band he fttanding at a di- 
{tance, rbat after Stapleton had read rhem he ſaid, well I am 
glad they have brought her to it, we are now better backe 
thenever, but this Deponent ſaith he did not kaow who they 
meant by ker, and thar Stapleton furthcr added that they gor 
ground every day,and that it was better and hundred Heretick 
Kings ſhould be d:Rroyed, then that the Catholick Religion 
thould not be propagated, and lays that the Contears of thoſe 
Letters were about tubzerting the Government, 

This Deponent further {aith, that he did nor call avy thing 
of this foregoing information to mind till Mr, Coleman did 
this day aver upon his Tryal, that he bad never ſeen bis Face 
before jn his lite, and being asked whar it was that lay upon 
Spirits that made hin d: (fire a further pardon, for which the 
Houſs of Comm.ns had made an Addreſs to His Majefly, 
U he 
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he ſaid he knew nothing of it but by ſome of the Yeoman of 
the Guard who attended him, bur that he defired it leaft he 
might have forgotten any thing, and that by a further pardon 
his mind would be at more eaſe to recolleR circumſtances, 

The Deponent further faith he cannot remember any thi 
of ſubſtance. more at preſent, and that he knowes nothing 
more that is conſiderable of any other Perſons. 

Being asked if ever he was at my Lord Weftmorlands, he 
ſaid he was there about this time Twelvemonerths as he was 
going to my Lord Brudnels, and that my Lord Brudnel came 
thither whilſt he was there, and that he was like ro bave hada 
quarrel with him he then going by the name of Benner, and 
that he was never at the Lord Weftmorlands but once, 

Being asked if he was not here in Priſon the laſt year, he 
ſaies he was in the Marſhalſea for his Brothers Debts, and that 
Harcourt and Le-Phaire ſent him moneys as ſoon as they came 
to Town that releaſed bim. William Bedloe. 

We your Majeſties moſt Loyal and Dutiful SubjeQs, the

A Meſſage was brought from the Houſe of Commons by Sir

imployed by Lord Bellafis and that there would be a reward 
for them, that he did conſent thereunto, and the rather for 
ſome Malice he bore unto Sir Fdmond, who about two years 
before [ when be was troubled at Hickes- hall about Popish du- 
ties ]did net conſent to his diſcharge as another Juſtice did 
but ſaid, that the Queen had no power of proteCting her ſer. 
vants, yet that untill this motion was made him he did not 
think of what fie had thus formerly paſt, be ſaid they had been 
watching him a week or a Fortnight before his death,and that 
Green hadthe ſame Mornirfy called at his houſe enquiring for 
him of the Maid, and that the ſaid Green, Gerald and Hill 
did dogg him from his houſe that Morning to all tbe places he 
went to untill he came to his death, And becauſe His Ma- 
ar getts 7 fit for the better aſcertaining the Relation he 
gave touching the place and manner thereof,to appoint his 
Grace the Duke of Monmouth and the Earl of Offory to meet 
the Examinant at Sowmerſer-bouſe, and a Clerk of the Coun- 
cel ro atrend, and take the inturmation from place to place, 
where the things were Atted, 

His Majeſty did inthe Afternoon fitting in Councel receiye 
the fojlowing Report, 


May it Pleaſe Your Majeſty. 

In Obedicnce to Your Majelties Order Signitied to us this 
Morniog in Counce], we have been at Sommer{ct-houſe and 
there taken the Examination of Mites Prance a Siver-ſmith, 
touching the Murther of Sir Edmond. Bury Godfrey upon the 
place where the ſame was commiried, & byvertue of the Oath 
taken before Your Majeſty, be Declared as followeth. 

That, it waseither of the Jatter End or the Beginning of the 
week, that Sir Edmond Godſrey did about Nine of the Clock 
at Night paſs from towards Sr, Clements as far as the great 
Water-Gate at commerſet. houſe being watched and followed 
by Lawrence Hill, cre Green and one Ceratd,that Hilmaking

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ſome haſt before Rept within the wicket, which was open and 
turning ſoon again called to Sir Edmond as,he was paſſing, and 
ſaid, that there were two Men quarrelling within, who might 
ſoon be quieted if once they ſaw him, whereupon he entred 
through the Wicker, and after him Green and Gerald, and 
down all wenttill they came toa Bench rhat is at the Bottom 
of the ſteep Deſcent, ard joyning to a Rail pext, to the 
upper end of the Stables on the Right hand, that upon the ſaid 
Bench there were fitting and attending their coming,the Ex. 
aminant Miles Prance, one Perry the Porter of the other Gate 
together with an Trjisþ Man that lodged at Greens houſe, whoſe 
Name he knowes not, and by that time they were come half 
way down, he the ſaid Prance went upto the Wicket, there ta 
atrend and give notice if any came, and at the ſajd t]me the 
ſaid Berry went ſtrait on from the Bench towards the Stone 
ſtaires, which lead to the upper Court, that when Sir Eq- 
mond Godfrey came down to the Bench, Green who followed 
him pur about his Neck a large twiſted Hand-kerchief, and 
thereupon all the reſt aſſiſted and dragged him into a Corner 
which 1s behind 'the ſaid Bench and the ſaid Rail, and Green 
who informed him inthe manner hereof, and with whom he 
had before ſeen the ſaid large rwiſted Hand.kerchief, added 
that he had thumped him on the Breaſt azd twiſted bis Neck 
until he broak tr, | 
And the Examinant ſ2ith, that he did in about a quarter 

of an Hour after he had been ſtanding at the Wicker come 
down toſee what was dcne, ard found that they had throtled 
bim, bur his Body remained warm and ſcemed hardly dead, 
bur he together with the. ſaid Hill, Green, Gerald and Berry, 
and the IrjihMan took him up and conveyed bim through a 
Door, which is on the left hand coming downe at the Corner 
of the Coach houſe, which leads up ſeveral Staires into a 
long dark paſſage or gallery opening at Jait into the upper 
Court, in which paſſage there is a Door «cn the left bard 

which being opened leads vp with Eight ſtaires into another 
houſe adjoyning, but immediatly on the Right hand beirg 
gotup there is a little Cloſet or Square Room, into which 
they conveyed the Body, and there fet the Body bending with 
the Back againſt a Bed, which the Examinant having now ſcen 
2gain thinks ro be the ſame Bed that was there at the ſaid 
time, he further ſaid, that Hill lived ar this houſe, and that 
the Bedy was for two Gays Jeft there in kis care, but then be. 
irg affraid of Diſcovery, Hill, Gerad, Green, Berry and the 
Irish Man as they to!d him, &id take and convey the Body from 


_ theiice about Nine or Ten of the Clock ar Night, and carried

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k into the houſe, and into ſome Room towards the Garden; 
and that while that the Body lay there, he was by Hill con- 
duRed to ſee it and ſaw the Body as it lay bended, and Green 
and Gerald were preſent. 

That from thence upon a Tueſday Night the Body was 
brought back near to the place, where firſt it lay into a Room 
In the ſaid yy over againſt the firſt Door ſomewhat higher 
up towards the Court, the Chamber belonging unto ſome of 
the ſervants of Sir Fobn Arundel,where it remained until Nine 
or Ten of the Ciock on Wedneſday Night, and then thinking 
fit to remove it to the little Room where firſt it lay, the Ez- 
aminant happened to come as they werere lifting it up the ſaid 
Eight fteps, whereupon Hill and Berry fled as luppofing him 
tba ſome Stranger, bur Gerald, Green and the Irich Man 
Rood fill. And fo he belped them, to lift up the Body into 
the former Cloſet, and there it continued till after Twelve a 
Clock the ſame Wedneſday Night, Hill and Berry came to 
them when their Fright was over, and Hill having got a Se- 
dan aud placing it in the long dark Entry at the Foot of the 
ſaid Eight ſtaires,they put the Body thereinto, the Examinant 
Prence and Gerald firſt tocrk up the Chair and conveyed it 

h the upper Court, Berry the Porter opened half the 
Gate and let them our, and they Refted nor till they came to 
Govens Garden, where Green and another Iricb Man took 
their Turns, and fo carried the Sedan and Body in it as far as 
the New Grecian Church in the $0 Ho, aud there Hill mer 
them with a Horſe, whereupon they rook out the Body, and 
forcing open the Legs they ſer it upon the Horſe, Hill ridin 
behind to keep the Body up, while Green, Gerald and the Irich 
Man went on to accompany him, Berry the Porter did not de- 
part from the the Gate, and the Examinant Prance fearing to 
be miſſed returned home when the Body was fer on Horſe- 
back, and the Sedan which was l:ft in one of the New unfi« 
_—_ houſes, they rook up and brought it home as they came 

ack, 

He further ſaith, that rhe Body lay in Sommerſet houſe a- 
bout ſix or ſevenDays before it was carried our, but he is not 
certain in the Number of the days, 

He was very poſitive as tothe place , where the Murther 
was committed and the manner of ir, as alſo for the. Room 
where the Body was firſt laid, but being defired to conduR us 
tothe Room he ſpoak of near the Garden, he lcd usto the 
Corner of the Piax7s on the Left hand, and ſo down a pair of 
Staires and ſo far ſeemed ro be affured that he had been 1:d, 
and did think that he had paſſzd through the great Court be. 


lo 
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Jow, but when from thence we went up'and down fato ſeveZ 
ral Rooms, he ſeemed very doubtful and could not aſcertain 
the place, ſaying that be had never been there but that once 
when Hill conveyed him thither with a Dark Lanthors, bur 
that it was ſome Chamber towards the Garden, 

In the Houſe where the Body was firſt laid we found a Wo: 
man whoſe depoſition we have taken, ſhe was Houſe-keeper 


ro Dr, Goddes, and the ſaid Hill had been a Seryant to the | 


ſaid DoRor in this Houſe for above Seven Years, and conti- 
nued toliye there fince the DoRors departure until Micheel- 
mas laſt, but that he hath been there ſeveral] times fince, and 
ſhe alſo knew the Examjnant and called him by his name,

Upon reading of which report, it appeared that the parti- 
culars were very conſonant to what he bad ſpoke ar the Board 
in the Morning before his going, at which time being alſo fur 
ther asked, why he gave ſo different a Relation to the Coma 
mittee of the Lords from what he now ſo freely confefſed, he 
made anſwer that he was in much confuſion before the Com- 
mittee being not ſure of his Pardon, bur now beivg ſure of it,

the Queens Chappel and was a Roman ((#tholich, but that a- 
bout Eight weeks ago he had taken the Oathes, being asked 
wherher there were no Guards at the uſual places ar the time 
of carrying on this work, he ſays he did nottake notice of any, 
and being asked whether he law Bedloe, when he was carryed 
to fee the Body when it lay in the back Chambers near the 

Garden, he anſwered he could not tell whether Bedloe was 
there or no, bur does well remember that Gerald and Green 
were then preſent, he adds that Hill, Green and Gerald told 
him, that they had at Prim- Roſe- Hill thiuit Sir Edmonds 
Sword through bis Budy till it came an inch ont at his Backs 
and that he {trugicd very much at the time they lirangled him,

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but that Green punched him with bis Knees upon his Body ro 
baſten bis death. 


The Councel fat again in the Afternoon, 


His Majeſty having been informed that the ſaid Lawrence 
Hill, Henry Berry, and Robert Green had been taken, the two 
former ſecured in Newgate, and the latter jn the Gaze- houſe, 
and having commanded them to be brought in the Afternoon, 
Robert Green was called in, and being Examined did ſay thar 
he had lived for above ten years at Sommer ſet- bouſe, bis buſineſs 
being to lay Cuſhions in tNe Chappe), thar he kaew Hill Dr, 
Goddens Man, alſo Gera{d that was of the Venetian Ambaſſa- 
dors meaning of the Refident, whom he ſuppoſes to be a Pricft, 
that he knows Prance the Gold-{mith to the Houſe, bur for Sir 
Edmondbury Godfrey he never ſaw him dead or alive, that he 
never carryed a Sedan or any dead Body to his knowledg and 
ſoutterly denyed every thivg relating to the-Murther. 

Prance being called in and confronted urged the matter un- 
to him, how he the ſaid Green bad been at Sir Edmonds: houſe, 
followed him fiom place to place, ſhewed him the twiſted 
Handkerchief before he did the work, and many other parti- 
culars mentioned in the report, and how could hg deny them, 
Green denyed every particular, and ſaid all was falſe, Prance 
asked if he knew him, Green replyed yes very well, and had 
drunk with him, but he knew not Sir Edmondbury Godfrey or 
had ever ſeen him, yes ſaid Prence we have often drunk toge- 
ther at rhe Plow,and there I ſhewed you Sir Edmond as he paſ- 
ſed by, telling you, that he was the Man tbat would nor allow 
the Queens Servants any priviledg, Prance further askt 
him what was the Iriſh Mans name (a ſhoft well ſet Man)thar 
Jay at ſuch a time in his Houſe, he anſwered his name was 
Kelley an Iriſh Prieſt who went away a Fortnight before the 
Proclamation, and that he belongs as he does think to a Welſh 
Gentlewoman that is a Roman Catholick, and being further 
asked how he came to be found our of his Houſe, be ſaith thax 
at Michaelmas for about Four Nights he was put out of his 
Lodging by ſome People of Sir Fohn Arundcls for their conve. 
niency, he further {aith he nev-r had any quarrel with Mr, 
Prance or any thing to ſay againſt kim, 

Lawrence Hill being called in, ſays that he had been long a 
Servant at Sommerſet houſe, that he knew Green, Gerald, and 
Prance, but not Kelley, that he never had any quarrel with” 
Prance, and for ought he knew he might be an honeit man,thar 
be had nor long ſince been diinking at his Houſe in $raxhop- 

: prcck 
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ftreet, where he keeps a Viiualling houſe, which he hired 
and where be has lived fince a Fortnight after Micheelmas laſt, 
that be never ſaw Sir Edmonddury Godfrey but once at Som-= 
merſet. houſe, which was upon occaſion of a Pick Pocket that 
was there taken, that he was about the middle of Ofober bu= 
fie about ſertling himſelf in the Houſe he now is In, that the 
day Sir Edmond was Killed be was agreeing with his Landlord 
for the ſaid Houſe, but had not ſerled the agreement till the 
Wedneſday aftcer, that he never Rid with Sir Edmond upon a 
Horle, and knew very little of him, and denies vehemently 
all thar is charged againſt him, | 

It may here properly be remembred that Anne road. ftreet 
formerly Houſe-keeper to Dr. Godden did in ker depoſition 
afhirm, that Lawrence Hill left that place at Michaclmas or 
thereabouts going then'to a Hcuſe of bis own in Sranhop- 


ſtreet, but when Prance told her ſhe was miſtaken, and that 


he did not leave this Lodging there in Sommerſct houſe until a 
Fortnight after Michaclmas, the ſeemed very warmly to con= 
tradit him, whereas Hill himſelf doth better agree with 
Pranee concerning the time, 

Prance being called in, accuſes Hill of all the particulars to 
his Face, which be denies again with imprecations, and when 
Hi Miajeſiy a'1ked Prance whether be would on his Salvation de- 
clare all he ſaid to be true, he male anſwer that it was as nrue 48 
God & truc, and that he did on bj Salvation officm is, Hill ſaith 
that Prance zeſliſyeth all this to ſave bimſclj, whereupon being 
akt the meaning of theſe words he ſaid he ſpoke the diſcourſe of his 
Houſe when People were drinking, and did there report that 
Prance ws pardoned, but he then little thought that be ſhould 
come 20 be*® queſtioned on ſuch an account, being further acked as 
bout the ſaid Kelly,be [4id tberc was ſuch 4 man did frequent the 
Queens Chappel, and Prance being a5ked the color of the Horſe 
which Hill brought for the Body, he ſaid, that though the Night 
was dark yet be could diſcern the Horſe 20 be a brown Horſe. 

Henry Berry being called in, ſays that he knows Green the 
Cuſhion keeper, that he knows not Kelley nor Gerald, that he 
knows Hill fince be firſt came to Sommer(ct-houſe as a Servant 
to Dr, Godden, that be knows Prance and has ſeen him ac 
Chappel and never beard ill of him, bur denies that he ever 
ated any thing with him concerning Sir Edmon{6ury Godfrey, 
or ever {at with him upon tbat Bench, thar he has ſceu Sit Ed- 
mond,and particularly as be palt by about a year ago,bur that 
he knew him not, or ever ſaw bim dead, or knew thar he ever 
went out ina Sedan, cr that cyer he ſaw *Prance, Grin or Gee

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Prance being called in urges home upont Berry all the particu. 
lars efore mentioned, and the ſhare be hal therein. Astothe 
fcrring upon the Bench, Berry doth acknowledge that he hath often

but never with bim, be diſownes all the accuſation but ſaies if he 
þad done ſuch a thing be would not deny it, Prance & as poſitive 
and conſtant in all thinzs on the other fide, ſaying there was « 
zine that be alſo denied things as ftifly as tbey.

His Majeſty fi:ting in His Royal Throne Adorned w'th His 
Royal Crown and Ornamenis(the Peers being in their Roves) 
commanded the Gentleman Uther of the Black Rod to ſignify 
tothe Houſe of Commons His Majeſtic: pleature, that they 
attend him preſently, who being come with their Speaker, 
His Majeſty made a (ſpeech to this effeR to both Houſes, 

His Majeſty ſaid, that ir is with great unwillingneſs that h> 
is come? to rell them that be intends ro Prorogue them, all of 
them are Wirneſs-that he hath not been uſed well, the partt- 
culars of which he will acquaint them with at a more ſealuna- 
ble time, inthe meantime he will immediatly enter upon the 
disbanding of the Army, and do what he can for the good of 
the Kingdom and lafery of Religion, that be will proſecute 
the diſcovery of the Plot ro find out the Laltruments of it, and 
he will take all the care that is in his Power to ſecure the Pro- 
teltant Religion as it is now Eſtabliſhed, hz ſaid he had no 
more to ſay ro them, bur leaves jr to rhe Lord Chancellcur to 
Prorogue them, as be bad commanded him.

My Lords and Gentlemen. 
\ 

I meet you here with the moſt earneſt defire 
that Man can have, to unite the minds of all my 
Subjects, both to. me and to one another. And 
I reſolve it ſhall be your faults, if the ſucceſs 
be not ſuitable ro my deſires, I have done ma- 
ny great things already in order to that end, as 
the Excluſion of the Popiſh Lords from their 
Seats in Parliament, the Execution of ſeveral 
men both upon the ſcore of the Plot, and of 
the Murther of Sir Edmondbury Godfrey, and it 
1s apparent that I have not been idle in Proſfe- 
cuting the Diſcovery of both as much further, 
as hath been poilible in ſo ſhort a time. 

I have disbanded as much of the Army as I 
could get money to do, and 1 am ready to 
Disband the reſt ſo ſoon as you ſhall Reem- 
bur'ſt what they have coſt me, and will enable 
me to pay off the Remainder, and above all, I 
have commanded my Brother to abſent him- 
B ſelf 
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{elf from me, becauſe I would not leave the moſt 
malicious men room to ſay I had not remoy- 
ed all cauſes, which could be pretended to in- 
fluence me toward Pepiſh Councels. 

Beſides that end of Union which I aim at (and 
which 1 wiſh could be exrended to Proteſtants 
abroad as well as at home) I propoſe by this 
aft great ſtep I have made to diſcern, whether 
Proteſtant Religion and the Peace of the King- 
dom be as truly aimed art by others as they are 
-eal:vy intended by me, + for if they be, you will 
ploy your time upon the great concerns of 

Nation, and not be drawn to promote pri- 
vice Animoſities under pretences of the publics, 
yaur proceedings will be- Calm and Peaceable 
in order to thoſe good ends I have recommend- 
ed to. you, and;you will curb the Motions of 
any unruly Spirits, which would endeavor to 
diſturb them. I hope there will be none ſuch 
amongſt you, becauſe there can be no man that 
mult not ſee how fatal differences amongſt our 
ſclves are like to be at this time, both at home 
and abroad. 

I ſhall not ceaſe my endeavors dayly to find 
out what more I can,. both of ghe Plot and Mur- 
ther of Sir Edazondbary Godfrey, and ſhall defire 
che Aſſiſtance of both my Houſes in that work. 

I have not been wanting to give nMrders for 
putting all the preſent Laws in. Execution a- 
gainit Papiits, and 1 am ready fo joyn im the 
making ſuch further Laws as may he neceflary 
for ſecuring, of the Eingdom againſt Popery. 

I muſt defire your Aſſiſtance allo in ſupplyes, 
both for Disbanding the Army ( as I have al- 
ready to!d you) and for paying that parr of the 
Fi:ct which hath been proyided for by Parlia- 

ment 
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ment but till the Fifth of Z#ne laft, as alſo thar 
debt for ſtores which was occaſioned by the Poll. 
Bills falling ſhort of the ſiumm which that Act 
gave Credit for. 

I muſt neceſffarily recommend to you likewiſe 
the diſcharging of thoſe Anticipations, which are 
upon my Revenue, and which I have comman- 
ed to be laid before you, and I have juſt cauſe 
to deſire ſuch an increaſe of the Revenue it ſelf, 
as might make it equal to my neceſſary expen- 
' ces, but by reaſon of thoſe other ſupplyes which 
are abſolutely neceſſary art this time, I am con- 
rented to ſtruggle with that difficulty a while 
longer, expecting for the preſent only to have 
the Additional Duties upon Cuſtoms and Exciſe 
to be prolonged to me, and that you will ſome 
way make up the loſs I ſuſtain by the prohibi- 
tion of French Wines and Brandy, which turns on- 
ly to my prejudice, and to the great Advantage 
of the French. 

I muſt needs put you in mind how neceſſary 
it will be to have a good ftrength ar Sea, this 
Summer, ſince our Neighbors are making Naval 
preparations. And notwithſtanding the great 
Difficulties I labour under, I have taken ſuch 
care as will prevent any Danger which can 
threaten us, if your parts be performed in time, 
and I do heartily recommend ro you that ſuch 
a conſtant Eſtabliſhment might be made for the 
Navy, as might make this Kingdom not only 
ſafe but formidable, which can never be whilſt 
there remains not enough beſides to pay the ne- 

ceſſary Charges of the Crown. 

I will conclude as I begun with my earneſt 
defires to have this an healing Parliament, and 


do give you this Aſſurance, that I will with my 
2 B 2 Life 
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Life defend both the Proteſtant Religion and 
the Laws of this Kingdom, and I do expe&t 
from you to be Defended from the Calumny as 
well as danger of thoſe worſt of men, who en- 
deavor to render me and my Government odi- 
ous to my People.

Then the Lord Chancellor ſpake as followeth. 


My Lords and you the Knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons. 


OU are here Aſſembled by virtue of His 

Majeſties moſt gracious writs of Summons 
to hold a Parliament, the Great, the Wiſe, 
and the Pawerſul Councel of this Kingdom. From 
the Wiſdom of this Conncel, the Kinz is ſure he 
ſhall receivs the beſt Aduice, from the Duty and 
Loyalty of this Aſfeembly, He can nover want a 
chearful Aſſiſtance; and the King reſolves to meet 
you all with ſo much Grace and Goodneſs, that he 
hopes this Parliament ſhall end in no diſappoint- 
ment of any but our Enemies. 

It may ſeem ftranze perhaps to ſome, that His 
Majeſty who had ſo long and large an Experience 
of the Duty of the laſt Parliament, ſhould now and 
zn this preſent Conjunttare think fit to call a new 
0p?. But the King hath ſo equal a Confidence in 
the affettions of all his good Subjetts, that he intends 
go be acquainted with them all, and haye many and 
: | frequent 
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frequent Conſultations with them, and hopes by this 
means to attain firſt a true and right underſtand- 
ing of the dtſires of his Peaple, a next to that to 
be rightly underſtood by them, 

The Conſiderations which are now to be laid be- 
fore you are as urgent and as weighty as ever were 

et offered to any Parliament ,or indeed ever can be; 
{o great and ſo ſurprizing have been our Dangers at 
home, ſo formidable are the appearances of Danger 
from abroad, that the moſt united Comncels, the 
moſt ſedate and the calmeſt temper , together with 
the moſk Dutiful and Zealows Aﬀettrons that a 
Parliament can ſhew, are all become abſolutely and 
ind;ſpenſibly neceſſary for our Freſervation. 

At Home we had need look about ws, for His 
Majeſties Royal Perſon hath been in danger by « 
Conſpiracy againſt his Sacred Life, malitioaſly con- 
trived and :ndgſtriouſly carryed on by thoſe Semina + 
ry Prieſts and feſuits, and their Adherents, who 
think themſelves under ſome obligation of Conſcience 
to effett it, and having wowed the Subverſion of the 
true Religion amon'ſt us, find no way ſo likely to 
comp it, as to wound us in the head, and to Kill 
the Defender of the Faith. 

His Majeſty wanted not ſufficient Evidence of his 
Zeal for our Religion, without this Teſtimony from 
his Enemies, who were about to Sacrifice him for it, 
bat it bath ever been the prattice of thoſe Votaries 
firſt ro Murther the Fame of Princes, and then 
their Perſons, firſt to ſlander them to their People 
as if they fauored Papiſts, and then to aſſaſſinate 
thens for being too Zealogs Proteſtants, and this by 
all the ways. and means which our Law calls Trea- 
ſon, and their Divinity calls Merit and Martyrdom. 
They are trying to fet up the Dominion and the Su- 
premacy of the Pope, as if the Dignity of his Triple 

Crown. 
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Crown tonld never ſuſficiently be Advanced; unleſs 
theſe three Kinzdoms were added unto them, and all 
brought back azain nnler that Toxke which neithey 
we nor our Fore-fath:ri were able to beat. 

The ___ into th:s Conſpiracy hath. been cloſe- 
ly purſutd, and th: Lords of the Conncel have been 
careful to proſecute the Diſcovery ever ſince the vi- 
ſing of the laft Parliam:nt, and the King doth now 
Recommend it to you to pryfeft, more Evidence 
hath been alrtady fonnd ont, and more Malefattors 
diſcovered, ſome in hold, ſome fled, Juſtices of Peace 
hav? beeh quickened in the Execution of their Daty, 
the negligent have been Reprou:d and Puniſhed,the 
diligent encouraged and aſſiſted in donhtfyl caſes by 
the opinims of the Judges, Attive and Faithful 
Meſſengers hav: ben ſent into all the corners of the 
K ingdom where there was any hop? of ([ervice to be 
done, the wery Priſons hav? been ſearched to ſee if 
any had fl:d thither to hide themſelu?s there, and 
under pretence of debt to eſcape the purſuit, and if 
any have d:ſired l:ave to go beyond Sea, they have 
firſt given ſecurity not to go to Rome,nor ſend their 
Children fo be bred in any Forraign Seminaries , 
and they have been obliged to giv? in' a Liſt of all 
their M:nial Servants, and thoſe Servants too hav? 
been Examined at the Ports, and make Oath they 
are the ſame Perſons who wire Examined above, 
fo that all poſſible care hath been taken that no Ma- 
tefaitors might eſcape us in Diſguiſe. 

And thoarh the Priefts themſelu:s do not keep the 
Confeſſions of their Tg nves more ſecret, than theſe 
keep the Injunttions of their Prieſts, yet enough hath 
appeared to bring ſome Capital Offenders to pablick 
Fuſtice, and to convitt them of the Crimt; ſome of 
the Traytors have been Executed , ſeveral Prieſts 
have been Arreſted and Impriſoned, all are —_ 
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themſelves and lurking in ſecyet corners like the Sor* 
of Darkneſs. The Murtherers of Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey have been Condemned and ſuffered Death, 
ſome Papiſts have Baniſhs themſelves ont of the 
Kingdom, others are Impriſoned for not taking the 
Oathes, all are perſecuted towards Convifttion, and 
the very ſhame and reproach which attends ſuch 4- 
bomina ble ' prattices hath cov:red ſo mantty Faces 
with new and ſtrange Con'uſions, that it hath prov- 
ed a powerfal Argument for their Converſion, nor 
is it ro be wondred at, that they could no longer be- 
lieve all to'be Gofpel which their Priefts taught 
them, when they faw the way and means of intro- 
ducing it, was h far from being Angelical. 

In a word, ſo univerſal is that deſpair to which. 
the Papiits are now reduced,that they have no other 
hopes left but this, that we may chance to over-do 
our own buſineſs, and by beins too far tranſported 
with the fears of Popery,neglct the hp we 
now have, of making ſober and laiting proviſfons 
against it. 

And 'tis not to be donbted, but that it would in- 
finitely gratifie the Papiits in the revenre they wiſh 
for this Diſcovery, if they conld ſee us diſtratted with 
Fealonſies incarable, and diſtrafting the Govern- 
ment, to ſuch a degree as ſhould weaken all that 
Rewverence by which it ſtands, for then the Plot 
wonld nor be altogether withont effett ; bat thoſe 
whom they conld net deftroy by their Confþiracy, they 
ſheutd have the ſatisfattion to ſeeruinng themſelves 
after the Diſcovery, ſo that, though we had eſcap't 
that Deſolation, which they intended to have brought 
#pon us, nothing ſhould ſave us from that DeStratt- 
30n we ſpould bring apon onr ſelves. 

But their ExpeFtations of this are as vain as their o- 


ther Deſigns wicked; Fer His Majeity hath already be- 
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gun to let them ſee with what ſeverity he intends to 
proceed againſt them, He hath paſſed a Law to 
diſable all the Nobility and Gentry of. that faition 
ever to fit in Parliament, and not content with that, 
he: did offer to the laſt Parliament, and- does again 
renew the ſame offer to this Parliament, to paſs a- 
ny further Laws again#t Popery, which ſhall be de- 
fired, ſo as the ſame extend not to the D:iminution 
of his own Prerogative, nor to alter the deſcent of 
the Crown, in the right L'ne, nor to defeat the 
Swcceſſton. He hath refuſed the Petition of the 
Lords, who durin the Interval of Parligment defi- 
red to be brought to their Tryal, and after ſo long 
Impriſonment might reaſonably enongh expett it. 
But His Majeity thought it fitter to reſerve them 
to a more publick and Conſpicuonus Tryal in Parlia- 
ment, for which cauſe their Tryal onght now to be 
haſtened, for it is high time their ſhould be ſome 
Period pus to the Impriſonment of the Lords. 

But that which the King hath been pleaſed to 
mention to you this Morning, ſurpaſſeth all the reſt, 
and is ſufficient of it ſelf alone to diſcharge all thoſe 
fears of Popiſh Influences, which many good men 
had too far entertained, for now you fee His Ma- 
jeſty hath done that of his own accord, which would 
have been very difficult for you to ack, , and hath 
deprived himſclf of the Converſation of his Royal 
and only Broth:r , by Commanding him to depart 
the Kingdom. To which Command his Royal Flick. 
neſs hoth paid a moſt humble and a moſt intire Sub- 
miſſion and Obedience, this Separation was attend- 
ed with a mor: than Ordinary Sorrow on both ſides, 
but he that for your (akes could part with ſuch a 
Brother and ſuch a Friend, you may be ſure hath 
now no favorite but his People, ſince therefore, His 
Majeſty hath ſhewn ſo much readine(s to concur my 
an 
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and in a manner to prevent the deſires of His Par- 
liament, 'Tis a miſerable Refuge our Enemies truſt 
to, when they hope to ſee our Zeal out-run our diſ- 
cretion ; and that we our ſelves ſhould become the 
unhappy occaſion of making our own Councels abor- 
tive. 
Not only the care of the State, but the care we 
ought to "ha to the Church to, will preſerve us 
om all Errors of this Kind, for as their n:ther is 
nor hath been theſe Fifteen Hundred Tears 4 purer 
Church than ours, ſo it :s for the ſake of this pure 
Church alone, that the State hath been ſo much 
diſturbed, it is her truth and p:ace, her decency 
and Order, which they Labor to nndermine aud 
purſue with ſo reſtleſs a Malice, and ſince they do ſo, 
: will be neceſixry for us to diſtinguiſh between Po- 
piſh and other Recuſants, between them that wonld . 
deſtroy the whole Flock, and th:m that only wand-r 
from it, and amongF the many good Laws you ſhall 
think fit to provide, it may not be amiſs to think of 
ſome better Remedy for regulating the Preſs, from 
whence there dayly ſteal forth Pop:ſh Catechiſmes, 
Pſalters, and Books of Controverſie, and it may be 
another good fruit of ſuch a Law to hinder Schiſ- 
matical and Seditious Libels to, for certainly it 
were much better for us to make ſuch Laws as will 
revent Offences, rather than ſuch as ſerve only te 
Puz;ſh Offenders. 

From the Dangers which we know at home, axd 
have already in a great meaſure overcome, be pl: af- 
ea to carry your Conſiderations abroad, and weigh 
the dangers which may come from thence. 

We all ſee and know the Poſture of our Neigh- 
bors, and that the general Peace of . Europe being 
once made there muſt needs be great Fleets and Ar- 
mes unimployed and ready for an occaſion, and tis 

as 
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as viſble, that ſome of our Neighbors are ſo waſted 
by the War, that they are unable to give us any help 
»f we ſhould ſtand in need of it, aJ when we con- 
ſider withal the affiited Condition of the Proteſtants 
abroad, we may be ſure that every calamity they 
ſuffer is in ſome meaſure a weaking of the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, and looks as if it were intended to make way 
for a general Extirpation, 

Theſe dangers wonld not be ſo conſiderable as they 
are, if the preſent wants of the Crown were not too 
well known. The King dth not intend to preſs you 
at this time with the full Conſideration of them all, 
for as the King cannot hope in any one Seſſion to do 
all that may be good for his People, ſo neither doth 
he expett from them all that may be neceſſary for 
himſelf ; but hopes the good underſtanding between 
him and hu People, ſhall be for ever maintained by 
a perpetual reciprocation of Grace and Favor on hu 
part, and duty and affeftion on yours. 

That which doth moſt preſs the King at preſent, 
is the want of that Trea'ure which he hath exhauſt- 
ed oy going as far as he conld mthe Disbanding of his 
Army, which us very much but not fully done. The 
Charge of a great Fleet at Sea now ready to be paid 
off after a long ſervice, and the neceſſity of ſetting 
out another this Summer. The Defects of the Poll- 
Bill which fell ſhort of that Summ which was allow- 
ed to be borrowed upon it, and by that means hath 
d:ceived thoſe who did furniſh ſtores upon the Credit of 
that AA, unleſ you relieve them, together with the 
continuation of ſome Additional Duties of Cuſtome 
and Exciſe ; and it were much to be wiſhed,that ſince 
the Revenue at the beft was always ſhort of the ne- 
ceſſary Charge of the Government,a way may be found 
0 take off thoſe Debts and Anticipations, and to ſup- 
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ply that Dimiunution of the Caſtomes, which makes it 
much narrower than it was. 


My. Lords and Gentlemen, 


There are ſo many thingsto do and ſo little time to 
ds them in, that there on1ht not to be one Minnte loſt. 
The ſeaſon of the year's not yet ſo far advanced as 
to make it teolateto ſet out a Fleet this Summer, for 
moſt of the preparations are ready,if we go about it 
with that dil:gence which us reqn/ſete, and therefare it 
doth infiuitcly import us all to Hu:band time. 

The beſt way of doing th« will be to avoid all long 
and tedious Conſultations,which ſometimes do as much 
harm,as ill Reſolutions, and above all ta take beed of 
ſuch queſtions and debates as teud to raiſe heat, or cre- 
ate any kind of Diſturbance, nor does any thing in the 
World ſo much contr.bute to diſpatch as a quiet and 
orderly proceeding, for they who are in haft and at- 
tempt to do all their bufinefl at once, moit commonly 
hinder themſelu:s from bringing any thing to. perfe- 
fon. | 
You have now an opportunity of doing ereat things 
for the King and Kingdom, and it deſerves your ut- 
mo#t care to make a right wſe of it, for 'tis not. inthe 
Power of a Parliam: nt to recover a loft opportunity,or 
to reſtore themſelves again to the ſame circumſtances 
or the ſame crnditien, which they had once a Power to 
have improved. 

Would you ſecure Religion at home aud flrengthen 
it from abroad by uniting the interets of all the Pro- 
teſtants in Europe ? thu u the time. 

World you let the Chriftian World ſee the King in 
a Condition able to proteth thoſe who ſhall adhere to 
him or depend upon him? This 4s the time, 

Would you exting#ſh all our fears and Fealouſics? 
Would you lay aſide all prevate An.moſities, and give 
them 
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ehem up to the quiet and repoſe of the publick.? This is 
the time. 
Would you lay the Foundations of a l:Fting peace, 
and ſecure the Church and ſtate againFt all the fmture 
Machinations of our Enemies* Thy 15 the time. 


My Lords and Gentlemen. 


The preſent face of things and the State wherein we 
now are, is ſo well known and underſtood abroad, that 
the whole World is in great expefFation of thoſe Reſolu- 
tions which ſhall be taken here; the reſults of this 
Councel ſeem to be deriſive of the Fate of theſe King- 
doms for many Ages, and are like to determine us ei - 
ther to happineſs or miſery of a very long Duration. 

We uſe to ſay and (ay truly, that the King when 
Seated in Parliament is then inthe fullneſs of His Ma- 
jeſty and Power, and Shines forth with the brighte$F 
Luftre, let no Exhalations from beneath darken or ob- 
ſcare it. 

Forraign Nations ſay and ſay truly, that a King 
of England in Comunttion with his Parliament, is as 
great and dreadful a Prince as any in Europe, ſhew 
them the ſight they are afraid of, and (ince they have 
laid it down for a Maxime in their Politiques ; that

His day theſe Lords following took the Oathes of A]- 

legiance and Supremacy, and made and ſubſcribed 
the Declaration in purſuance of the AQ, for the mcre effe. 
ual preſerving of the Kings Perſon and Government, by 
diſabling Papilts from Sitting in either Houle of Parlia- 
ment. 

This day being appointed to confider of the State of Ire- 
lan{ in this time of imminent danger, the Lord Butley pre- 
lected ( according to the diceRiors ct the Houſe) a Paper 
giving an account thereof, which was read as followeth. 

An Extract of fome Letters, Orders and Proclamations, 
which bave come from Treland, ſome to the Councel Board, 
ard ſome tro particular hauds, which in part ſhew what hath 
b:en done fince the Diſcovery of the PJot, and bow things 
fland ;here, in the genera] referring for full and exaR Infor- 
mations unto ſuch account, as by the Lord Lieutenant and 
Councel of that Kingdom will doubtleſs be given, when re- 
quired rhereunto, 

That when news of the Diſcovery of the Plot, and Hi Ma- 
jeflies Order of the firſt of ORober laſt came to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, which was about the 5th follewitg, bis Lordfhip was then 
a Kill-kenny, newly returned from a Progreſs made by him into 
Munſter, to view the Forts and Places fir for Fortification, and 
m particular from (ceing the new Fort be: un by his Order the . 
March preceeding, ſor the deſence of the Harbor of King. ſale, 
which work bazh ſince gone on, ard upon which is already expen. 
ded 
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ded above the value of Five Thouſand Pound, it being 4 work of 
greas importance to the ſafery of that Kingdom, and ſecurity of all 
Ships reſorting to 1h4t Harbor, 

2, That according to the ſaid Order, the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland did preſently iſſue a Warrant for the ſci7F ure of Peter 
Taibor, and of bis Papers, and be was accordingly ſeixcd and 
made cloſe Priſoner in the Caltle of Dubiin, where he now ſo 
remains, and the Examinations taken were tranſmitted to Hig 
Majeſty in Gouncel, and from thence to the Houſe of Lords, to. 
gether with 4 Paper written in bis own hand, being an Account 
of Treaſon laid to his (barge, by one Serjeant, which Paper 'tis 
probable he defired ſhould be ſonnd, for no other Paper of Mo- 
ment could be either found in bis (hamber or in his Trunk, he © 
baving had time 2nough to put all out of Reach by the Tidings, it 
is likely be and many otber Papiſts did receive of the Diſcovery of 
4 Plot, by Mr. Oates at the Councel Board on Saturday the 28th, 
of September, and the Intelligence ſent away that Night, the 
L.Lieutenant did alſo according to bjs Orders, ſecure Mr. Butler

extfcam Age and Infirmities, was and ftill lyes Bed-rid, an 
Collonel Richard lalbor was alſo comminted to cloſe and ſafe 
Cuſtody, as ſoon as ever the Orders and accuſzetion againſt bim 
was tranſmitted into Ireland, and ſo he ſtill remains.

under the penalties therein mentioned, all Perſons were for- 
bid to harbor them, and all Magiſtrates to enquire, puniſh 
or certifie the diſobedience therein, and that the Perſons fo 
commanded to leave the Kingdom, might not pretend want 
of convenience for Tranſportation, 

Another Proclamation iffued the 6th of November 1658, 
requiring all owners and Maſters of Ships, bound to parts

lick place*s of rhe time of their departure, and they were re- 
quired to take on Board all ſuch Ecclefiaſticks, as ſhould de. 
fire rogo with them, and the Officers of the Cuſtoms were 
Commanded to itop all Ships that did nor give ſuch notice of 
their d-parture, | 

2, November 1678, Another Proclamation iſſued, com- 
manding that no Papilt in the Kingdom ſhould thence forth 
preſume co Ride with, Carty, Buy, Keep, or uſe any Arms, 
whatſoever without Licence. 

Thai within 20 days after the date thereof, or 7 days after 
the Receivr of tuch Arnis, tacy were required io deliver them 
up to certain of the molt nvted Proteſtants, for that purpoule

| Thar tbe Juſiices of the Peace, and the Officers of rae

20, November 1698, Another Proclamation iſſued, for2

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the ſame day promifing a Reward of Ten pound for every 
Commiſſioned Officer, Five pound, for every Trooper, and 
Forty Shillings for every FootSoldier to ſuch as ſhould diſcover 
any of them, to have been perverted to the Komiſh Religion 
or heard Maſs, who bad formerly raken the Oathes of Alle. 
giance and Supremacy, and the like to the Diſcoverer of any

2. December 1678. ' Another Proclamation iflued, highly 
Reſenting the ſlackneſs of the Juſtices, and in Executing the 
late Proclamation for ſearching afcer and {eizing of Arms, 
requiring therefore further fearch, and propoſing a Method 
for preventing forged Licenſes, and to louk upon all that 
ſhould be Remiſs in their Duties as Contemners of the Kings 
Authority, and to be proceeded againſt as the Abertors of 
thoſe who diſturb the Peace. 

13. December 1678, Another Proclamation iſſued, taking 
Notice of a Letter ſcatrered ja the Streets of Dublin, intima«

And it afterwards appeared, that one Fepbſon a yourg 
Man perverted from his Religion by ſome Iriſh Prieſts was a 
party ingaged in that Defign, and two Iyifþ Prietts his Abet= 
tors therein were taken and put into Cuſtody, and their Ex» 
aminations Tranſmitted to the Councel here,and from thence 
ſent tothe Houſe of Lords, 

There were two great Queſtions, and among others un- 
der the ſerious Debate of the Lord Lieutenant and Councel, 
from whence much i!] grounded RefieQion bath ariſen z The 
one 
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one about ſecuring the Principal beads of the moſt conſidera- 
ble Claus or Families of the Iriſh, who have loſt their Efttates, 
ſome ſuppoſing that ir might Conduce to the ſafety of the En- 
gliſh, it tuch heads were in Reſtraint, and that their Follow- 
ers would not then Preſume or Adventure to rung joro Ree 
bellion: Bur upon ſerious Confideration, jt was tbouyhr 
that ſuch a proceeding might rather quicken a Rebellion than 
preventir, for the Numerous followers who depended upon 
th:ir Maſters intereſt, and Authority for the ſupport of them. 
ſelves and their Families, being Angred and Aﬀeighted at rhe 
j1l Uſage of their principals, and beirg looſened from ajl De- 
pendances might rather put themlelves upon ſome Unlawful 
way of living, by turning Tories, then intuit themſelves to 
the pleaſure of the Government, and ia the Quality of Jories 
they would be equally Miſchievousr, and Elpecially to the 
Engliſh diſperſed in their Remote Dwcllings, as a [mai] Ree 
beilion. 

Beſides,this further Reaſon did d:flwade the taking up theſe 
Chief Men as Hoſtages, for it their Followers were but few 
they could nor do the Engliſh much hurt as they are, bur if 
Strong and Numerous, it would be Ealily in their Power to 
ſuppreſs ſo many Engliſh Gentizmen Living Remote, and 
ſcattered in the Country as would ſoon Redeem ſuch Hoſta. 
ges, and thereby render all the Charge and care of ſuch an 
Undertaking fruitleſs, and only ſerve to bread il] Blood, So 
thatthe Lord Lieutenant bath in ſome Meaſure ſteered a dit- 
ferent Courſe, by ſhewing Civility, and giving good words to 
ſuch of the heads of the Iriſh, as come near him, whereby he 
finds out only what is doing amongſt their Dependents, and 
bath conceived this Method of Obviating Dangers, more ſafe 
than either by Rigor to Compe) them, and their Followers ro 
live always in ConjunRion, and to taik of their Misfortunes, 
or by Lmprifonment of ſo many of the Nobility of a Kingdom 
without Crimes cbjeted, or Commands from hence, mcuer 
the S-nſure of Atbitrary proceedings, which are neither ſafe 
nor fat tor him to bear, 

Anorher pcint that hath been under Conſideration before 
the Lord Lieutenant and Councel was, apropoſal for draining 
the Corporations, ( Eſpecial:y thule that are Garriſoned) 
from the Numbers of Iriſh Papilts, thar live amongſt them, 
in O:der to prevent any Surpiizz or private Conſpiracy,bur 
when it was RefleRed on, that no(withſtanding the ſeveral 
Orders and Proclamations that have from time to time been 
Hed, from the Goverument, for the Repuifion of Iriſh In. 
babitants and Servants from the Townes and Gartiſons, and 
thar 
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that very few in reſpe&t of the Numbers complained of were 

Licenced to Return, it was manifeſt that it was the Engliſh 
themſelves, who did in moſt places receive them in again tor 

their own Advantage, not knowing well how to live withont 

them, they wanted Seryants, Tenants and Tradesmen, for of 

ſuch. are thele Numbers in the Town conſticuted, and the 

Triſh Papiſts ſupplicd them with ſuch, and the Engliſh did not 

conceive this fort of People to be ſo dangerous a» beneficial 

unto them, ſothat the Lord Lieutenant avd Councel, do on. 

ly forbear their expulſion in whole or in part, but for cunyeni. 
ency or gratification to the Engliſh, however it is certain, 
there can never be a true Remedy therein, as to the ſecurity 

and improvement of that Kingdom, unleſs by a large accefſi. 

on of Engliſh and Proteſtants there, and unti! tha: (hall hap. 
pen, all other Trials upon theſe forts of Iriſh will be in a 
manner bur to lay ſome Townes, and very much of (he Lands 
cf the Proteftants quite waſted and untenanted, And yet ir 
ſo fas out, that many on this fide, not Conſiderivg the Dif. 
poſition of the Iriſh to the Engliſh, nor the difference ct the 
Lawes there as to Capital and Pecuniary MulGts, from what 
they are in England, do think mary things are defeRive, be» 
cauſe they are not there Executed, as they arc and may be 
Executed in this Kingdom, upon theſe and other Reaſons of 
weight, the two propuſitions aforementioned were thought 
Impracticable. 


But the principal and preſent ſecurity of that Kingdom, conþs. . 


dering in tbe Ballancing the Numbers of Iriſh with a »uteriori- 
1y of Strength, and leaving them Naked and the Engliſh in 
Armes, the Lord Licutenans and Councel did think fit to revive 
the Gommiſſion of 1Array, ſo that the Militia of that Kingdom 
bath been Raiſed in all parts, and is now found in a better Con- 
dition than ever it was known 10 be, and 10 ſupyly the Deſeft of 
Armes for ſuch Militia, there were not only appointed ſome Mer- 
chants as publick undertakers to bring in Armes from abroad but 
withal, not wholy to depend upon thi performance, the Lord 
Lieutenant hath procured « ſupply out of Hk Majeffties Stores bere 
of Pewder and Armes to the Palue of about Thirtcer thouſand, 
which are now 4dFuaRy landed in lreland, and ſor payment of 
which, he bimſelf ſtands ingaged tothe Office of Ordinance here, 
until « Parliamens do mect in Ireland to make proviſion ſor 
things of this Importance, but ſurely to have proceeded with any 
degree of precipitation, while the Engliſh were ſo unſurniſhed 
had not been very prudential. 

As to His Majeſtics Forces in that Kingdom, they are well 
diſciplined and wcll paid, and it bath pleaſed His Majeſly late= 


ly 
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ly to ſend over a Reenforcement of about T1200 men, and 
te Army is fo diftributed, as that the Cities (which ate the 
Garrilons of that Kingdom,) are l[ecured as well as it is poſſi= 
ble for the proportlon of ſuch a Militia, and ſuch an Aimy to 
make them, there is ail the diſcountenance given ro Maſs 
Houſes in all places, which the Laws of that Kingdom will 
bear, nor is there Licence for Arms given to any but ſuch as 
need them, aud for no more thag is neccf{ary tor their [ecuri. 
ty againlt Tories, in their remote and ſcattered habitations, 
and for whoſe Luyalty and peaceable behavior the Lord 
Lieutenant is fiziſt tufhc{ently certified by ſome Proteltants of 
Note. 

The Forts are in as good 4 (,ondition as the Stores and the Re- 
venuc of that Kingdom will allow, and perhaps ſomewhat benter, 
but it % manijcſt much mere is necdſul in cyery kind in caſe of 
Forraign :Attempts, and ao cho ſceing the charge of the Go- 
vernment, and the incomb of the Revenue are jo exatly Bailane 
ced by 4 ſettled eftabliſhment, that it 4 not in the power of the L. 
Licuten4ut ro altcr the ſame, and that no Money can be raiſed from 
the $ubjef, but by Ait of Parliament, therefore the Lord Licu- 
tenant bath been long endeauaring to have a Parliament called,

Afairs both to the King and Kingdom, and demanded of bis

of the ftting of thi Houſe after Raiter day, end ſhall know 1har 
day more certzinly at #be Rifung of the Houſe beſore Eaiter, and 
that he ſhall have further time t0 Anſwer any new Articles, that 
ſoall be brought up againſt bim, and ſhall know bh whole charge 
before bis Trial, and do Order that Serjcans Raymond, Mr.

yer to the Pay. maſter general to'be paid for his Disbanding of 
the ſaid Army, and took Receipts of him Accordingly, as 
likewiſe ſecurity from bim of 400000 Pounds, according to 
the intent and meaning cf the AR of Parliament in that be- 
balf, as by the ſaid Warrants, Receipts and Security it doth

on or majntaining of any Juch' wicked or jI] Defign or Pur-

But whatſoever he propoſed or negctiated in any Aﬀairs or 
Matters, relating to Peace or War, the fame was with His 
Mijcſtles Command, privity and direQions, and not orher- 
wife, and without any Traiterous cr il} Defign and Purpoſe, 
The ſaid Ear) furthermore by Proteſtation ſaith, that he can- 
voe polfidly imagloe the reaſon, wherefore he ſhould be Po- 

iſhiy affg&ed, he having 'always been educated in, and a 

ofefſor 'of the true Proceſtant Religion Eſtabliſhed in the 
Church of England, and is no_ way conſcious to himſelf, of 
bis having aRed any thing contrary thereto , or rerding ia the 
leaſt ro the prejudice or ſubverſion thereof, which might give 
any,juſt cauſe of luſpition of bis being Popiſhly aff:Red, as is 
alleadged. And 2s toany concealment of the late Plor and 
Coop racy, againſt His Majelties Perſon and Government, 
afrer he had notice thereof, the ſaid Earl by Proteftation faith, 
that abour the middle of Auguft laſt (which was the firſttime

That Royal Care which His Majeſty hath tak- 
en for the General quiet and ſatisfaction of all 
his Subjects, 1s now more evident by theſe new 
and freſh inſtances of it, which I have in com- 
mand to open to you. 

His Majeſty hath conſidered with Himſelf, 
that 'tis not enough your Religion and Liberty 
is ſecure during his own Reign, but he thinks he 
owes 1t to his People, to da all that in - him 
lyes , that theſe Bleſſings may be tranſmitted 
to yaur poſterity, and ſo well ſecured to them, 
that no ſucceſſion in after ages may be able to 
make the leaſt alteration.

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a. right line, nor to defeat the ſucceſſion, hack 
now commanded this to be further explained. 

-And to the end it may never be in the pow-. 

er of any Papiſt, if the Crown deſcend upon 

him to make any change, either in Church or 
State ; I am commanded to tell you, that His 
Majeſty 1s willing, that Proviſion may be made, 
firſt to diſtinguiſh a Popiſh from a Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſor, then ſo to limit and circumſcribe the Au- 
thority of a Popiſh Succeſſor, in theſe caſes fol- 
lowing, that he may be diſabled to do any harm. 

Firſt, in reference to the Church, His Majeſty 
is content that care be taken, that all Eccleſi- 
aſtical and Spiritual Benefices and promotions 
in the guifr of the Crown, may be conferred 
in ſuch manner, as we may be ſure the incum- 
bents ſhall always be of the moſt Pious and 
Learned Proteſtants; and that no Popiſh Suc- 
 ceflor while he continues ſo, may have any 
Power to controul ſuch preſentments. In refe- 
rence to the ſtate and Civi} part of rhe Govern-' 
ment, as It is already -provided, that no Papiſt 
ſhall fir in either Houſe of Parliament, ſo the 
King is pleafed, that it be provided too , that 
there may never want a Parliament when the 
King ſhall happen to dye, but that the Parlia- 
ment then in being may continue indifſolvable 
for a competent time, or if there be no Parlia- 
ment in being, then the laſt Parliament which 
was in being before that time, may reaſlemble 
and fit a competent. time without any new Sum- 
mons or Elections. 


And as no Papiſt can by law hold any place 
of Truſt, ſo-the King is content that it may be 
further provided, that no Lords orothers of the 
Privy Councel, no Judges of the Commcn Law 

. Or 
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or in Chancery, fhall at any time during the 
Reign of any Popiſh Succefſor be put in, or 
diſplaced, but by the Authority of Parliament, 
and that care allo be taken, that none bur ſin- 
cere Proteſtants may be Juſtices of the Peace. 

In reference to the Military part, the King 
is willing, that no Lord Lieutenant, or Depu- 
ty Lieutenant, nor no Officer in the Navy du- 
ring the Reign of any Popiſh Succeſſor be put 
in or removed, but either by Authority of Par- 
liament, or of ſuch Perſuns the Parliament ſhall 
intruſt with ſuch Auchority. 

'Tis hard to invent another reſtraint to be put 
upon a Popiſh Succeflor, conſidering how much 
the Revenue will depend upon conſent of Par- 
liament, and how impoſſible tt 1s to raiſe Mo- 
ney without ſuch conſent, but yer, if any thing 
elſe can occur to the Wiſdom of the Parliament, 
which may further ſecure Religion and Liberty 
againſt a Popiſh Succeſſor , without ' defeating 
the right of Succeſſion its ſelf, His Majeſty will 
moſt readily conſent to ir. 

Thus watchful is the King of all your ſafe- 
ties, and if . he could think of any thing elſe, 
that you do either want or wiſh to make you 
happy, he would make it his buſineſs to effect 
it for you. 

God Almighty long continue this Bleſſed U- 
nion, between the King and his Parliament and 
People.

efore the days ſo nominated, and conſequently the Cm. 
mons could not then proceed to Trya), unleſs the zeal they 
bad for ſpeedy Judgment againſt the Earl of Danby, that fo

So that, the Ccmmons cannot but appreberd, that your 
Lordſhips have not only departed, from what was agreed on, 
and in effeR, laid aſide that Committee, which was confti- 
tuted for preſerving a good underſtanding betwixt the two 
Houſes, and better diſpaich of the weighty Afﬀairs now de.
